Two alert citizens are credited with 
saving the life of a young Circleville 
boy early Friday morning when he was 
trapped on the second floor of his 
mother’s blazing apartment at 531 
Maize Court, in the Nicholas Square 
Apartments. 
According to reports gathered from 
various sources, Alva Wynkoop, an 
employe of the Blue Ribbon Dairy, was 
making the early rounds on his milk 
route when he noticed smoke pouring 
from the apartment of Jean Coleman. 
Wynkoop summoned neighbors from 
surrounding apartments, who in turn 
alerted 
Circleville 
Firem en. 
Firefighters arrived on the scene at 
4:39 a.m. 
While the firemen were being 
summoned another neighbor Jeff 
Rettig, ran to the front of the apart­ 
ment and managed to break the pic­ 
ture window and gain entry to the 
smoke-filled dwelling. Rettig at­ 
tempted to climb the stairs leading to 
the second floor but was driven back 
by the intense heat. 
At this point Rettig left the apart­ 
ment and rushed to the side of the 


complex where he was joined by 
Wynkoop. The two men then per­ 
suaded ll year old Kenneth Coleman to 
jump from the burning building, and 
when he did so they caught him and 
broke his fall from the second floor 
leap. 
Circleville Firemen remained at the 
scene for over an hour, using more 
than 300 feet of hose and several other 
pieces of equipment to battle the blaze. 
Several firefighters stated that they 
haven’t fought a fire with such intense 
heat for several years. Lt. Glen Jones 
credited Rettig’s breaking the picture 
window with saving an almost certain 
explosion, which would have occurred 
with such intense heat present. 
According to the report, the fire was 
started by a cigarette discarded in a 
kitchen trash can. Mrs, Betty Thomas, 
manager of the 
Nicholas 
Square 
apartment complex, stated that the 
damage was limited to the Coleman 
apartment. Damage there, however, 
according to Mrs. Thomas and the fire 
department, was quite extensive. 
Throughout the entire ordeal, no 
injuries were reported.

According to his routine, he collects 
the mail in Columbus and makes early 
morning deliveries to Commercial 
Point, Ashville, Circleville, Amanda, 
and then heads back into Franklin 
County.

George Null said that Shafer usually 
stops at the Commercial Point Post 
Office between 5:45 and 6 a.m. Null, 


who lives near the post office, was 
unsuspecting this morning because 
Shafer left the mail on schedule and 
left an inside light on — a signal to Null 
that the mail was delivered. 


However, the postmaster became 
concerned when he found that the front 
door was unlocked. He also found a 
pair of gloves on the floor beside a 
postal stand and Shafer’s hat in a trash 
can in an adjacent alley.

Controversial Hymn 
To Stay In Books 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Pen­ 
tagon admits that including a con­ 
troversial modem hymn in an armed 
services hymnal was a mistake, but it 
does not intend to tear the verse out of 
the half-million books in print. 


The Pentagon also said Thursday 
that it would not immediately order a 
new edition of the hymnal, which has 
cost more than $1 million to print since 
it was first published in late 1974. 


Some congressmen and church 
groups have charged the hymn, a Good 
Friday verse called “It Was On A 
Friday Morning,” is blasphemous. 
Protests began to trickle 
in last 
November and reached a crescendo 
recently. 
The words in the hymn, written by 
Sydney Carter, are uttered by one of 
the thieves crucified alongside Jesus 
Christ. The objections center on a line 
that reads:' “It’s God they ought to 
crucify instead of you and me.” 
The latest objection came Thursday 
from the Women’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union, which sent President 
Ford a telegram demanding that the 
offending hymn be stricken from the 
armed forces Book of Worship. 
Several weeks ago the Veterans 
Administration Chief of Chaplains 
James Rogers ordered the hymn tom 
out of the VA’s 15,000 copies of the 815- 
page hymnal. 
A Pentagon spokesman said that, “it 
is clear that including the hymn ... was 
a mistake,” but he said no order would 
be given to excise the hymn. 
However, he added that, “we are

South African 
Outbreak Over, 


Zulus Claim 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP) — A stone-throwing mob of 
blacks confronted police briefly in 
Soweto today, but the big ghetto south 
of 
Johannesburg 
was 
reported 
“reasonably quiet” after three days of 
battle in which at least 31 blacks were 
killed. 
Police said the mob was quickly 
dispersed. 
“The war is over,” said a leader of 
the Zulu tribesmen who had been on a 
rampage since Tuesday. Chief Gatsha 
Buthelezi, the national leader of the 
tribe, arrived in Johannesburg, ap­ 
parently to meet with Soweto Zulus. 
He appealed earlier to his people to 
calm down “so we can have a review of 
what has caused events to come to this 
sad end.” 
Deputy Police Commissioner D.J. 
Kriel said police gunfire had killed IO 
blacks in Soweto since the start of a 
three-day mass work boycott last Mon­ 
day, and 21 more were killed in 
fighting between Zulu m igratory 
workers living in barracklike hostels 
and permanent black residents of the 
sprawling, segregated township. 
The boycott was ordered by the 
outlawed African National Congress, 
and today its headquarters-in-exile in 
Tanzania 
called 
on 
students 
and 
workers in South Africa to broaden the 
scope of the protest against the white- 
minor ity government. 


Ex-Highway Patrol 
Captain A t LSH 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A former 
Highway Patrol captain will head a 
new safety and security program for 
Lima State Hospital, a state official 
announced Thursday. 
Stanley E. Adomaitis, 56, was named 
to carry out the program, said Dr. 
Timothy B. Moritz, director of the Ohio 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation. 
Moritz said he hoped improved 
security would prevent patient abuse 
and neglect, and give investigators 
more help in looking into incidents. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The state 
insurance department has been called 
on to halt “guaranteed annual rate in­ 
creases” by rejecting a $2.4 million 
request from Blue Cross of Central 
Ohio. 


“These rate increases are shocking 
not only for their size, but also for their 
frequence and regularity,” Asst. Atty. 
Gen. Ronald J. Com told a Department 
of Insurance hearing Thursday. 


Blue Cross of Central Ohio is asking 
for a 25.5 per cent hike in premiums of 
7,930 nongroup or direct pay sub­ 
scribers. In addition the plan wants 
another 46.7 per cent from 16,782 group 
conversion members. 
The two-day hearing was held in line 
with a new law requiring health care 
insurers to prove a “good faith effort” 
was made to control hospital costs. 
Otherwise, the insurance department 
can reject the request. 
Com said the Blue Cross application 
was devoid of any evidence of specific 
attempts to keep the lid on soaring 
medical costs. 
“ Instead, the Blue Cross application 
is an open-ended commitment to ever 
escalating costs without an end in 
sight,” he testified, “While the ability 
of the average citizen to pay for health 
insurance is being stretched beyond 
tolerance, the appetite of Blue Cross 
rate increases continues to grow una­ 
bated.” 
Com said the increase, if granted, 
would be the second in 14 months for 
nongroup subscribers. 
The monthly rates for single 
nongroup coverage would go from 
$13.44 to $17.71 while family coverage 
would rise from $27.19 to $38.29. For 
those who have converted from group 
plans, the single coverage would rise 
from $13.44 to $19.72 and family from 
$27.19 to $39.89. 
Howard C. Franze, president of the 
central Ohio plan, said the insurer’s 
cost control efforts were saving 
customers an estimated $10.5 million a 
year. 
Franz said company losses on the 
nongroup plan were burdening other 
types of more profitable coverage. 
“Blue Cross plans have no direct 
control over costs, utilization or 
planning,” he said. “We don’t manage 
hospitals.” 
Supporters of the new law contend 
health care insurers can influence 
costs during contract negotiations with 
hospitals. 
Com said Blue Cross could realize 
enormous savings if it adopted 


aggressive cost-containment policies 
in conjunction with hospitals. But he 
said the insurer’s rate application re­ 
flected a “total absence” of incentives 
for providers to hold down expenses. 
“There is no shortage of good ideas 


and proven alternatives which can 
hold down the cost of of health care,” 
he said. “This is certain: the people 
cannot 
afford 
the

SEATTLE (AP) — They poked into 
air conditioners and tested the water, 
even the ice cubes. Em ergency 
analysis labs were set up for 24-hour-a- 
day availability and an “early warning 
detection system” was instituted by 
local hospitals. 
Because of the spectre of 
“le­ 
gionnaires’ disease,” city health of­ 
ficials and police worked ’round the 
clock this week while 25,000 persons at­ 
tended the American Legion national 
convention in Seattle. 
Since the baffling disease broke out 
after a state Legion convention in 
Philadelphia last month, 28 persons 
have died and more than 150 others 
have been hospitalized with pneu­ 
monia-like symptoms. 
All of the victims had links to the 
Philadelphia convention or to the hotel 
which 
served 
as 
convention 
headquarters. 
Crews of sanitation engineers, 


plumbing and water inspectors, 
physicians and epidemiologists were 
on hand for the Seattle meeting. 
And 
because of the 
possibility, 
however slim, that sabatoge was in­ 
volved in the Philadelphia deaths, 
Secret Service officials said “extra 
precautions” were taken for con­ 
vention appearances by Democratic 
presidential candidate Jimmy Carter 
and Republican vice presidential 
nominee Sen. Bob Dole. 
Agent Elmer W. Moore declined to 
specify what special steps were taken, 
and local police said only that “health 
officers and food and drug people” 
were involved. 
There were no serious illnesses 
during the convention here, which 
ended Thursday. But many of the 300 
Pennsylvania delegates, including 
some 
victim s 
of 
“ legionnaires’ 
disease,” said there were a few awk­ 
ward moments for them in elevators or 


restaurants. 
Pennsylvania adjutant Edward R. 
Hoak said he 
“sensed 
some 
ap­ 
prehension early in the convention 
(from fellow delegates), but not sin­ 
ce.” 
Howard Burkhart, a 
legionnaire 
from Gallitzin, Pa., who spent five 
days in the hospital with the mystery 
illness, said, “There was a lot of 
kidding, like, ‘don’t come near me,’ 
jokes, but then they (other delegates) 
would shake your hand.” 
Health Department Chief lawrence 
Berger said there wasn’t as much 
pressure from city officials and 
business leaders to step up health 
checks as there was from the public. 
“We had plenty of calls from the 
public asking us why we weren’t 
preventing the Legion from coming to 
town,” he said. “We spent a lot of time 
assuring them there was nothing to be 
afraid of, not to panic.”

THE HAGUE, The Netherlands 
(AP) — Government leaders and 
Queen Juliana stood together today to 
protect the Dutch monarchy from the 
disgrace of her husband's involvement 
in the Lockheed scandal. 
Highly placed sources said the queen 
endorsed the government’s decision to 
force Prince Bernhard, her 65-year-old 
consort, into retirem ent. Official 
spokesmen said none of the five parties 
rn Premier Joop den Uyl’s left-center 
coalition government wanted the 
queen to abdicate. 
The 
prem ier 
announced 
to 
parliament and the shocked Dutch 
people Thursday that Bernhard was 
resigning from all his public and 
private offices because of the report of 
an investigation into allegations that 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. paid him $1.1 
million to influence the Dutch armed 
forces to buy its aircraft. 
The three-man commission con­ 
cluded that the prince, whose chief 
government office was inspector 
general of the armed forces, had been 
“extremely imprudent and un wise "in 
his dealings with the U.S. firm. 
The commission said it could find no 
hard evidence that Bernhard received 
the money. He has denied it. But the 
commission said it could not rule out 
the possibility the money reached him 
without being recorded in the royal 
household’s books. 
A 240-page report on the six-month 
investigation accused Bernhard of 
damaging the national interest, failing 
to reject improper attempts to win his 
influence, soliciting commissions on 
potential government orders and 
placing 
his 
country’s 
aircraft 
procurement program in ‘‘a dubious 
light."

Big Ben 
Repaired 


LONDON (AP) — The chimes of Big 
Ben rang out at noon today after a 22- 
day silence, the longest in their 117- 
year history. 
They were restarted by clock expert 
John Vernon, who climbed the 365 
steps to the clock chamber and gave a 
mighty heave on a pendulum. 
He then adjusted the clock to its 
normal accuracy of one-fifth of a 
second variance per hour by carefully 
placing a collection of old pennies, 
some dating to the 1890s, on top of the 
pendulum. Each coin alters the timing 
by 0.4 of a second. 
The 
clock 
in the 
Houses of 
Parliament’s bell tower stopped at 
3:45 p.m. Aug. 5, when a shaft in the 
mechanism shattered and sent chunks 
of metal hurtling round the bell cham­ 
ber. 
Big Ben will only chime the hours 
until the bells that ring on the quarter- 
hours are repaired. 
The longest previous halt in Big 
Ben’s operation was a 24-hour break IO 
years 
ago, 
when 
the 
winding 
mechanism developed a fault.

There had been speculation in 
the Dutch press that the queen, who 
has a huge private fortune, might hand 
the crown on to her heir, Crown 
Princess Beatrix, if Bernhard’s name 
was not cleared. But the spokesman 
said Juliana made the difficult 
decision to side with the government 
against her husband of 39 years 
because she was determined to 
maintain 161-year-old constitutional 
monarchy. 
Den Uyl told parliament that the 
country would unite behind its 
monarch ‘‘in a sense of solidarity.” 
A parliamentary debate on the royal 
scandal is scheduled for Monday. 
The premier disclosed that his 
government considered launching a 
criminal investigation but decided 
against it. Bernhard has already 
suffered “drastic consequences,” Den 
Uyl said. 
Prince Bernhard is the 
first 
European figure brought down by the 
Lockheed scandal. Several leaders of 
Italy’s ruling Christian Democratic 
party have been accused of taking 
Lockheed money, but an investigation 
into the charges has not been con­ 
cluded.

The 
women, who escaped 13 days ago from 
a Los Angeles-area federal prison, 
were arrested without incident by two 
FBI agents, a spokesman said. 
Officials said agents patrolled the 
downtown area on foot and in cars 
Thurday afternoon and evening 
because of information the women 
might be found there.

Devout Candidate

Religion, in a manner of speaking, is 
like a spouse. We love our own, em­ 
brace our own and look upon others 
with suspicion. Some men will not 
enter an alien temple for fear of in­ 
sidious contamination. 
I assumed, when the people elected 
John F. Kennedy by a narrow margin 
over Richard Nixon in 1960, that 
politics had divorced itself from 
religion. Kennedy could hardly have 
been called a devout Catholic, but his 
faith became a subliminal issue in the 
campaign. 
On one occasion he abased himself in 
Texas, explaining that the Pope would 
not be invited to the White House and, 
no, he would not grant Federal aid to 
Catholic schools. It occurred to me at 
the time that he may have won some 
Protestant votes that day, and lost a 
few Catholics too. 
The spectre of church arises again. 
The grinning boyish face of James 
Earl Carter Jr. of Georgia is misted 
over with suspicion of his Southern 
Baptistry. Most of us grew up hearing 
that America is a “white Protestant” 
country and, with the exception of 
Kennedy, 
we 
elected 
“ white 
Protestants” monotonously. 
This tim e, according to Leslie 
Wheeler, who wrote “Jimmy Who?,” 
the finger-pointing comes from 
American Jews. It is unbelievable that 
religious animosity could come from 
history’s most persecuted faith. 
Rabbi Marc Tanenbaum of the 
American Jewish Committee wrote a 
tract entitled, “Carter, Evangelism 
and Jews.” He raised two questions: 
“Is Carter Good for the Jews?” and 
“Is Carter Good for America?” One 
hopes that he reverses the order of 
those questions. 
Having raised the religious ghost, 
Tanenbaum failed to exorcise it. At 
one stage he wrote: “The point of this 
message is not to presume to tell you 
who to vote for, but to urge you to do 
your homework and not to vote on the 
basis of prejudice mythologies and 
stereotypes.” 
By repetition, the preposterous and 
absurd become credible. Leslie 
Wheeler wrote of Carter: “After all, he 
came from a state where in 1915 a 
Northern Jew was found guilty of 
murder and lynched by an angry mob, 
in which there were undoubtedly more 
than a few Southern Baptists.” 
Wheeler takes the ultimate step: “At 
the extreme were some who were 
afraid that God might suddenly tell 
Carter to exterminate the Jews . . .”. 
We waited for responsible senators 
such as Abraham Ribicoff, Jack Javits 
and Richard Stone to issue a statement 
denouncing religious bigotry. 
It didn’t come. The Southern Baptist 
Convention is not a secret organization 
with a copyright on God. It consists of 
12,300,000 communicants worshiping in 


the 
34,183 churches. It is, in fact, 
largest of all Baptist sects. 
Nothing they preach or teach can be 
interpreted as more than a love of God. 
I surmise that whatever religious 
suspicion Mr. Carter has excited 
among others is greater among other 
Christian sects than among Jews. 
The reason is obvious: Carter is the 
most devoutly religious person to be 
nominated by a major political party. 
He says he prays for guidance as 
frequently as 25 times a day. He also 
teaches Sunday school. He’s totally 
committed. 
Bill Moyers asked Carter what it is 
like to be a “re-bom Christian.” Carter 
thought about it. The he said, “I 
thought I was really a great Christian. 
And one day the preacher gave this 
sermon. I don’t remember a thing he 
said. I just remember the title: 
“ ‘If You Were Arrested for Being a 
Christian - Would There Be Any 
Evidence to Convict You?’ And my 
answer was ‘No.’ I had never really 


committed myself to God. 
My 
Christian beliefs were superficial. 
They were based primarily on pride. 
“I never had done much for other 
people. I was always thinking about 
myself. And I changed somewhat for 
the better.” He did religious and social 
work in a slum in Puerto Rico. He 
worked at a mission in a slum of 
Atlanta. 


Religion gave Carter serenity, 
confidence and purpose. When he 
drops to his knees and murmurs, 
“Help me to do what is right and good 
today,” he excites the suspicions of 
those who do not, and cannot, believe. 


The Jesus he adores preached one 
psalm over and over: “Love ye one 
another as I love you.” This included 
Lutherans, atheists, Catholics, Jews 
and the whole spectrum of mankind.

Up to that point the many 
increases in the components of retail 
items are thought to hurt business 
only. 
But business always passes on its 
own costs, aside from that which might 
be absorbed by efficiences and im­ 
proved technology, or hidden by cut­ 
backs in quality. 
The question now is whether the 
buying public is willing to let the 
sizable increases in retail car costs go 
relatively unnoticed, as they did with 
the earlier increases in the component 
materials. Or will they rebel? 
The automotive industry seems to 
think the increases, which in General 
Motors’ case amount to nearly 6 per 
cent, will be accepted by a public ea­ 
ger to continue buying cars at least at 
the same pace as in 1976. 
Customer demand for new cars has 
been growing, said GM Chairman 
Thomas Murphy. His remark is at 
least partially correct; but it also 
leaves a bit unsaid. 
GM, for example, has more than a 
100-day supply of small cars in its lots, 
manufactured but left unsold because 
of buyer resistance. There has to be a

For the past year and a half since I 
had surgery on my bladder I have been 
having repeated attacks of cystitis. 
With medicine it gets better, but then it 
returns. What am I doing wrong? 
Mrs. D. D. B., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
You are doing nothing wrong since 
you are not neglecting your problem 
and are pursuing it with drugs. You did 
not, however, mention in your letter 
whether or not you had sought the 
expert advice of a urologist — a 
specialist in diseases of the genito­ 
urinary tract. 
With cystoscopic examination and 
cultures of the urine, specific an­ 
tibiotics can be found to control the 
infection. Then more intensive work 
must be done to track down its origin. 
Only in this way can one possibly 
prevent recurring episodes of cystitis. 
There is a tendency for people to 
disregard their problems during a 
phase when the urinary symptoms are 
not acute. When the problem returns, 
patients want to pursue it again. 
In between periods of infection is the 
best time to track down the cause of 
the condition you describe. 


there can be a loss of hair in people 
who are on a crash diet? 
Mr. J. G., Tex. 
Dear Mr.G.: 
One’s first reaction to such a 
relationship is to deny it. Yet a recent 
study by two military physicians 
showed that a group of their patients 
had lost a great deal of hair two to five 
months after starting a rigorous 
weight-reducing program. 
The conclusion was that the severe 
caloric 
restrictions 
caused 
an 
inadequate supply of energy to the 
roots of the hair. 
They did notice that, after a few 
months, when the strict dieting leveled 
off, the hair returned. 
Now, 
we must 
wonder 
if 
a 
moderately restricted diet can also be 
responsible for a temporary loss of 
hair. The encouraging word in all this 
is “temporary.”

on some of the popular models. 
Pressed by rising costs of health 
care, food and shelter, many families 
—don’t forget that half the families 
earn less than the median—may be 
unable to purchase cars, no matter the 
desire or even the need. 
A partial remedy for that problem 
has been to extend the repayment 
period to 48 and even 60 months, but 
that practice is likely to boomerang on 
the unwary, because it extends the 
payments beyond the typical trade-in 
period. 
Caught in that situation, a car-buyer 
might find himself purchasing a new 
model without ever having paid off the 
previous one. He would have a debt 
rather than a down payment toward 
the next car. 
Moreover, insurance costs have 
become almost prohibitive for some 
families, and the high prices of 
gasoline, parking, tolls, tires and 
general maintenance have made the 
car for some families a financial 
noose. 
The carmakers might be correct in 
assuming the public will absorb the 
increases complacently, but they are 
probably assuming too much. The 
public knows the manufacturers have 
their own high costs; but do they really 
care? 
Eventually the public rebels against 
high prices. They did so against rising 
prices of food, clothing and shelter. 
They reduced their consumption of red 
meat. They switched to foreignmade 
shoes. They refused to buy costly new 
houses. 
Much the same argument was of­ 
fered last year also, but the auto 
makers enjoyed surprisingly good 
business, 
just as 
Murphy 
had 
predicted. To the surprise of many 
critics, he was right about the 1976 
models. 
Will he be right again?

WASHINGTON (AP) - Another big 
surge in oil imports contributed to the 
biggest U.S. trade deficit in nearly two 
years 
in 
July, 
the 
Commerce 
Department said today. Imports ex­ 
ceeded exports by $827 million. 
The July trade figures appeared to 
put an end to administration hopes 
earlier in the year that the nation 
would have a trade surplus in 1976. 
The Commerce Department said 
today the nation could end the year 
with a trade deficit of $3.2 billion, the 
second highest on record, if present 
trading trends continue. 
The agency said a major factor in 
the July deficit was a 20 per cent in­ 
crease in petroleum imports, and that 
the over-all oil import bill totalled $3.1 
billion. 


The increase in oil imports in July 
was $527 million on a dollar basis, 
which compared with a $517 million 
rise in June. U.S. oil imports have 
jumped sharply as the nation’s 
economy has recovered from the 
recent recession. 
The over-all volume of trade in July 
set a new high, with both exports and 
imports exceeding the $10 billion level, 


the first time they have done this 
simultaneously. 
Exports totalled $10,022 billion and 
imports reached $10,849 billion. 
The July trade deficit of $827 million 
compared with a deficit of $377 million 
in June was the largest monthly 
deficit since $888 million in August of 
1974. 
If the United States continues to run 
substantial trade deficits this year, it 
could bring additional downward 
pressures on the U.S. dollar since a 
trade deficit means more dollars are 
flowing out of the country than are 
coming in. 
However, Ford adm inistration 
economists would not necessarily find 
that an adverse development. A 
cheaper dollar could serve to boost 
U.S. trade exports in future months by 
making them cost less. 
In addition to the big increase in oil 
imports, the Commerce Department 
also said imports of machinery and 
transport equipment were up sub­ 
stantially, rising $221 million to a total 
of $2.6 billion. 
On the export side, the major gain 
was in food and live animals, which 
rose $133 million to a total of nearly 
$1.5 billion.

Veterans Service Officer. Any veteran 
desiring further information con­ 
cerning his Veterans Administration 
Benefits should contact the Veterans 
Service Officer at 219 S. Court St. 


(Q.) I am 66 years old, and a World 
War II veteran. Can I receive a pen­ 
sion from the VA? 
(A .) Disability pension is not 
automatic at age 65. A veteran must be 
rated 
totally 
and 
permanently 
disabled from non-service connected 
disabilities and must meet certain 
income limitations. NOTE: a veteran 
age 65 or over is presumed to be totally 
and permanently disabled for pension 
purposes. Pension is a war time 
benefit and 
is 
payable 
only to 
honorably discharged war veterans. 


(Q.) I know a veteran must have 
served in the military service during a 
war time to receive a pension, but 
exactly what periods of time? 
(A.) A veteran must have served a 
total of 90 days in wartime, under 
conditions other than dishonorable. 
This requirement is waived if a 
veteran was discharged in less than 90 
days 
for 
a 
service-connected 
disability. Some part of the 90 days 
must have been served during one of 
the following periods: 
World War I - April 6, 1917- 
November ll, 1918, or prior to April 2, 
1920 if there was service in Russia. 
World War II - December 7, 1941- 
December 31, 1946. Korean Conflict - 
June 25, 1950-January 31, 1955. Viet­ 
nam Era - August 5,1964 to August 15, 
1973. Mexican Border - Veterans who 
served on the border of Mexico; or 
waters adjacent to Mexico during the 
period of May 9, 1916 to April 6, 1917 
(Beginning of World War I). 


(Q.) I am 61 years of age, and 
recently broke my arm. I am disabled 
because of this arm, and can not work. 
Would this make me eligible for a VA 
Pension? 
(A.) A Veteran must be totally and 
permanently disabled. Disabilities 
must be permanent in nature, that is 
must be expected to continue for the 
balance of the veteran’s lifetime. The 
“ Total” requirement is generally met 
when the combination of disabilities 
makes it impossible for the veteran to 
follow gainful employment. 


(Q.) I have recently divorced my 
wife. There are no children, and my 
parents are dead. The only close 
relatives I have left are a sister, 
nephew and niece. Can I name anyone 
other than the above as the principal 
beneficiary of my National Service 
Life Insurance policy? 
(A.) There are no restrictions on 
designation of an NSL! beneficary. 
You may name any person, firm, 
corporation or other legal entity (in­ 
cluding your estate). 


(Q.) Can a widow qualify for a GI 
Loan? 
(A.) Yes, if she has not remarried 
and her husband died of a service 
connected disability.

Handicapped Guaranteed Rights

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - All 
handicapped children are guaranteed 
the same right to a free public 
education as their more fortunate 
counterparts under an Ohio law ef­ 
fective today. 
The legislation closes a loophole in 
the existing law that permitted school 
officials to make a determination that 
a child was -‘incapable of profiting 
substantially 
from 
further 
in­ 
struction.” 
But the new law also goes further in 
mandating that the state identify, 
locate and evaluate all handicapped 
youngsters within a school district and 
provide them with an appropriate 
education. 
Rep. Mike Stinziano, D-30 Columbus, 
sponsor of the bill, says it will bring 
Ohio in line with more stringent 
federal requirements embodied in The 
Education for All 
Handicapped 
Children Act of 1975. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes expressed 
reservations about the cost of im­ 
plementing the measure when he 
signed it last May 28 and noted that the 
legislature had not included an appro­ 
priation. 
Stinziano puts the cost at about 870 
million but contends that the state 
would have lost millions of dollars of 
education money if it failed to comply 
with the federal act. 
“ Actually, we had little choice,” he 
said. “ We have already lost $5 million 
of special education federal money, 
and we could have lost additional 
millions in 1977.” 
The money will be provided in the 
1977-78 fiscal budget which will be 
considered by the 112th General 
Assembly next winter, the Franklin 
County lawmaker said. 
“ For some children, it’s going to 
mean tutors, for others transportation 
to special education classes,” Stin­ 


ziano noted. “ The problem is, the plan 
has got to be tailored to fit the needs of 
each and every handicapped student in 
the state.” 
The state Department of Education 
will draw up guidelines to meet the 
standards that, in effect, require the 
state to place all physically disabled 
kids in regular classes or special 
education courses. 
Each of Ohio’s 617 local districts 
must meanwhile prepare their own 
plan for special education and submit 
it to the state Board of Education. The 
law requires “ mainstreaming” — 
educating handicapped children with 


nonhandicapped— to the maximum 
extent possible. 
Development of specific procedures 
and programs will of course take time. 
But the basic right of the han­ 
dicapped to a free public education and 
the right of parents to due process 
regarding their child’s evaluation and 
placement takes effect immediately.

Alpert stayed on at his record 
company, producing other artists, and 
in time, he says now, his problems 
worked themselves out naturally. 
In 1974 he married Lam Hall, former 
lead singer in Brasil 66, and put 
together the T JB again. 
The musician says he was ready 
then to turn a different way musically 
but he was interested first in recap­ 
turing the good feelings of the T JB ’s 
early years and then giving it up on his 
own terms. 
He made the break for good last year 
and now is out with an album, “ Just 
You and Me,” that shows a deeper 
dimension to Herb Alpert.

MONTEREY, Calif. (AP) - Sea 
otters — those furry rascals with the 
amusing eating habits — once again 
have backstroked their way into a sea 
of controversy. 
The otters are at the center of a 
bureaucratic tug-of-war between the 
state and federal governments. Also 
engaged in the fight are commercial 
fishermen and conservation groups. 
The battle boils down to what to do 
with the Pacific Coast’s growing herd 
of otters. The sea mammals — nearly 
hunted to extinction for their valuable 
pelts a century ago — are now 
flourishing off the Central California 
coast. 
As they begin to push out into their 
old territory, which once stretched 
from the Baja to Japan, the otters have 
caused concern at the state Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game. 
“We’re either going to have otters 
everywhere,” says Daniel J. Miller, 
senior m arine biologist for the 
department, “or we are going to have 
controlled otters and shellfish too. 
Those are the two choices.” 
Siding with the state are commercial 
and recreational fisherm en who 
compete with the otters for abalone, 
Pismo clams, rock cod and other vari­ 
eties of shellfish. 
Miller wants the state to limit the 
expanding herd of 1,000-plus otters to a 
range of coastland that stretches for 
230 miles from Miramonte Point on the 
north to Avila on the south. 
In a report, Miller outlined the 
state’s plan for management of the 
otters — a plan he believes offers a 
compromise for fishermen and otters. 
His proposal for confining the otters 
involves: 
—Capturing and transporting any 
sea otters that reach Avila back to the 
northern rim of the territory. 
—Contracting with an educational 
institution to make a long-range study 
on the sea otter’s effect on central 
coast sea life, both plant and animal. 
—Convincing the federal gov­ 
ernment to give jurisdiction of the sea 
otter back to the state. 
The Marine Mammal Protection Act 


of 1972 transferred jurisdiction over 
otter management from the state to 
the federal government. 
Miller says the state is applying to 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service for 
permission to carry out his otter- 
control plan. 
Opposing the state Department of 
Fish and Game and the fishermen is a 
group called “Friends of the Sea 
Otter.” 
“We still don’t know enough about 
the biology of the otter to even start 
trying to control it,” said Judson 
Vandevere, a board member of the 
group. 
Vandevere said the 4,000 members of 
Friends of the Sea Otter want the sea 
mammal to be free to float the Pacific 
Coast waters at will until studies of its 
ecological impact are completed. 


Bike Rider 
Ready Again 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Despite just 
returning from an 82-day, 4,500-mile 
ride, Karen Wolfer can hardly wait to 
get back on the road and start pedaling 
again. 
“There’s nothing like it—it’s the only 
way to see the country,” said the 24- 
year-old Cincinnati woman who led an 
international group of 14 persons 
across the United States as part of the 
“ Bikecentennial” celebration. 
The group’s international com ­ 
position-six persons were from the 
Netherlands and four were from 
A ustralia—led to some 
cultural 
problems, she said. “For many of 
them it was their first time in 
America. On the whole they seemed to 
enjoy it.” 
The foreign riders “who seemed to 
have the idea that America’s streets 
are paved with gold” were shocked by 
living standards seen while cycling 
through Appalachia, she said.

NEW YORK 
(A P) - While it 
customarily has been the parents that 
guided their young into religious 
practice, now it’s often the other way 
around. The kids are shoring up the 
faith of their elders. 
That turn-about of influence was 
brought out in comments from youths 
taking part in a Reform Jewish 
summer camp at Warwick, N.Y., and 
their families. 
“ Our parents taught us, then they 
forgot and now we’re teaching them,” 
says Billy Bronstein, 17, of Bellaire, 
Tex., adding that he, his brothers and 
sisters are restoring Judaism and its 
devotions in their home. 
“ We’re bringing it back," he says. 
That same process, of children 
leading the adults into fuller religious 
observance and more regular worship, 
was indicated by many of the 250 
youngsters at an eight-week program 
at Kutz Camp. 
It is operated by the youth division of 
the Union of Am erican Hebrew 
Congregations, the congregational 
body of Reform Judaism. The camp 
gives participants a minimum of four 
hours daily of classes chosen in 
religion, ethics or art. 


“ We want 
to 
show them 
how 
Judaism can fit into their life styles, 
responding to their problems," says 
Rabbi Allan Smith of New York City, 
the camp director. 
However, many of the youngsters 
indicated they already are more at­ 
tached to religious devotion and ritual 
than the previous generation, and also 
have influenced their parents to 
greater home Sabbath observance and 
synagogue participation. 
“ We go more often now," says 
Donna Robinson, 17, of Scarsdale, N.Y. 
She says increased involvement of 
her and her sister, Wendy, in Jewish 
activity, such as Israel rallies and 
home rituals of Friday night candle 
lighting, table prayers and Sabbath 
songs had enriched synagogue worship 
for the whole family. 
“ Before, at services, we were just 
reading back to the rabbi in responsive 
readings and it left you cold and emp­ 
ty,” she says, but now “ we pray 
together, sing together, feel close to­ 
gether as a Jewish fam ily." 
Her mother, Mrs. Marlene Robin­ 
son, says the two daughters “ gave us a 
rebirth and a new way of looking at life 
through 
Jud aism ." They “ have 


brought us more into it in a depth 
unknown to me and my husband 
before." 
Mrs. Judith Bronstein of Bellaire, 
Tex., says she had attended synagogue 
regularly as a child, but then quit it 
except on major holidays. But now, 
“ The children go regularly and my 
husband and I go more than we used 
to." 
“ I have learned more from them 
since they know more about Judaism 
than I was taught in my day,” she 
says. 
The Bronstein’s son, Billy, who 
wears a yarmulka and prayer shawl at 
services — reflecting a trend toward 
more ritual and symbolism previously 
rare in Reform Judaism — says his 
family also has revived many Sabbath 
observances and mealtime prayers.

The league has offered to sponsor a 
series of television debates and has 
said it hoped to raise $150,000 to pay for 
them from corporations and labor 
unions. 
The Murphy legal opinion said 
league costs in sponsoring the TV 
debates are “neither contributions nor 
expenditures” as defined by federal 
campaign law. 
“The league has a history of over 90 
years of nonpartisan educational 
activities in the electoral process, and 
is, indeed, forbidden by its constitution 
and bylaws to endorse candidates or to 
otherwise appear in a partisan •light,” 
Murphy’s opinion said. 
“The activity proposed to be un­ 
dertaken here is in keeping with that 
tradition.” 
But the opinion also noted that the 
league may not pay for the debate 
“with funds the source of which is 
corporate or labor organization 
treasuries or other sources forbidden 
to participate in the federal election 
process.” 
Earlier in the week, other election 
commission attorneys said the very 
sponsorship by the league of the 
debates might violate a legal provision 
that bars presidential candidates from 
accepting private contributions once 
they have agreed to accept public 
funds, as both Ford and Carter have. 


Fighting 
Continues 
In Lebanon 


BEIRUT, lebanon (AP) — Sporadic 
fighting continued today in Beirut’s 
devastated commercial sector and at 
other points along the dividing line 
between the city’s Christian and 
Moslem sectors, Christian spokesmen 
reported. 
“ Palestinian guerrillas tried to 
penetrate our lines in southern Beirut 
under artillery cover but were driven 
back with heavy losses,” a spokesman 
said. 
Leftist 
m ilitary 
commanders 
reported a night-long artillery ex­ 
change in the mountains 18 miles east 
of Beirut. 
The Moslems also reported that 
units of President Suleiman Fran jieh’s 
Christian Zagharta Liberation Army 
attacked villages on the outskirts of 
Tripoli, the Moslem stronghold in 
northern lebanon. 
Moslem and Palestinian forces 
drove the Christians off with missiles 
and mortars, the Moslems said. 
Hospital officials estimated that 
more than 80 persons were killed and 
120 wounded during the night. This was 
slightly fewer than the night before, 
when more than 90 killed and 120 
wounded were reported. 
Arab league mediator Hassan Sabri 
Kholi scheduled a meeting today with 
Christian leaders to discuss a peace 
plan he is pushing. It calls for a cease­ 
fire, limited pullbacks behind front 
lines and withdrawal of Palestinian 
forces from positions in Beirut and 
mountain areas.

Arrest Said 
Honest Error 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — An in­ 
cident in which an 11-year-old Oak 
Harbor boy was hauled into court for 
illegally selling fish bait resulted from 
a misunderstanding between state and 
local officials, Ohio’s Wildlife Division 
chief says. 
Dale Haney said the game protec­ 
tors never intended to arrest or cite 
Jeff Gyde for selling the bait from a 
front yard stand. 
‘ The intent of the Wildlife Division 
personnel was to have a letter sent to 
the parents explaining that the law 
was being violated and that a permit is 
required to sell live bait," Haney said. 
“The court officers told our people 
that a formal complaint would have to 
be filed before the court could send a 
letter, so our officers filed a com­ 
plaint," he added.

mark Terminal Tower. 
“ I made my point...They made me 
do it," shouted the 30-year-old Vietnam 
veteran as he was led out of the 
building. 
He was referring to demands agreed 
to by Chessie System Inc., a railroad 
holding company, which first hired 
Leach in 1971 as an apprentice ma­ 
chinist. Leach strode into the 36th-floor 
headquarters of Chessie Thursday 
morning demanding that the firm 
change its practices towards veterans. 
Armed with a shotgun and a pistol, 
Leach initially held 13 hostages. Four 
of them managed to get away. The 
nine who were left—eigth men and one 
woman—were released unharmed. 
Leach, of Huntington, W. Va., was to 
be formally charged today. Charles R. 
McKinnon, special agent in charge of 
the FB I here, said Leach faces charges 
of kidnaping and possibly extortion. He 
also may face federal charges of 
threatening a company engaged in 
interstate commerce.

Expected To Return 


CLEVELAND (AP) — More than 
half of the 70,000 striking rubber 
workers are expected back on the job 
next week after a four-month walkout 
that put them in a financial squeeze, 
cut into the earnings of the Big Four 
tiremakers and hit the consumer with 
shortages and price increases. 
The Firestone Tire & Rubber Co., the 
nation’s second larest producer whose 
third quarter earnings fell to $21.5 
million from $35 million a year ago, be­ 
came the second of the Big Four to 
reach tentative agreement with the 
United Rubber Workers Thursday 
night. The Goodyear Tire & Rubber 
Co., the No. I producer, reached 
agreement Tuesday. The two firms 
employ 38,000 workers. 
Union officials and rank-and-file 
workers predicted speedy ratification 
of the agreements at local meetings 
during the next four days. 
Peter Bommarito, international 
president of the URW, said some of the 
workers could be back on the job as 
early as Sunday night. 
The other two of the Big Four 
tiremakers—B. F. Goodrich and 
Uniroyal Inc.—were expected to fall in 
line soon. Goodrich negotiators said 
they were making steady progress in 
talks in Columbus, Ohio. Bommarito, 
who sat in on the Firestone talks in 
Cleveland, said he would join the 
Uniroyal negotiations in New York. 
A smaller company. Armstrong 
Rubber Co., of New Haven, Conn., 
which employs 3,500, also reached 
tentative agreement on a new three- 
year contract Thursday. 
Bommarito said the new package for 
Firestone workers would add $3.30 an 
hour in wages and benefits over the life 
of the three-year contract, including 
an immediate 88.8 cents an hour in a 
general wage increase. The union also 
won a cost-of-living increase which it 
failed to get three years ago because of 
federal wage-price controls, the key 
issue in the strike that began last April 
21.

Triumphs, Failures 
O f Ewell Blackwell 


CINCINNATI (AP) — The triumphs 
and failures of Ewell Blackwell were 
of such abnormal proportion they 
could hardly be contained even in his 6- 
foot-6 frame. 
He rose to king of the mound with his 
pitching artistry of 1947. A great 
career seemed destined with the 
Cincinnati Reds. However, fate inter­ 
vened. 
* ’ First a kidney operation, then an 
appendectomy and finally a sore arm 
ruined what might have been one of the 
most brilliant of all pitching careers. 
Despite the m isfortunes, “ The 
Whip," as was his nickname, made the 
National League All-Star team six 
times and set records that still stand. 
He’ll be most 
remembered 
for 
narrowly missing duplicating Johnny 
Vander Meer’s back-to-back no-hitters 
in 1947. 
Those two epic games came amidst 
another remarkable achievement. The 
sidearmer won 16 in a row, finishing 
the season 22-7. 
In the streak, Blackwell hurled five 
‘shutouts, one no-hitter, pitched the 
route every time, yielded 29 runs, of 
which 23 were earned. He defeated 
each NL team at least twice. 
In 1948, Babe Ruth said, "Young 
feller Blackwell in Cincinnati. Burning 
himself out. Somebody ought to wise 
the kid up. Blackwell is throwing too 
many curves. He’ll lose the fast one if 
he doesn’t match out.” 
Sure enough, a series of ailments 
struck down “Blackie," and except for 
recapturing briefly the brilliance of ’47 
in 1950, Blackwell wove no more 
magic. 
He was traded to the New York 
Yankees, pitched a World Series 
game, but ended his baseball career 
piteously hanging on with the Kansas 
City Athletics. His lifetime record was 
82-78. 
Today Blackwell, 53, is a security 
guard in Connestee Falls, N.C. After 
his baseball retirement in 1955, he 
worked as a state manager for a South 
Carolina distiller until taking early 
retirement in 1973 and moving to North 
Carolina. 
Blackwell, in June 1947, came within 
two outs of matching former Cin­ 
cinnati pitcher Vander Meer’s double 
no-hitters 19 years earlier.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
About seven years ago, 
country music singer Johnny 
Cash began a summer series 
on ABC from Nashville, Term. 
It led to a regular-season 
series on ABC from January 
1970 to May 1971. 
This Sunday, Cash com­ 
mences another country 
music summer series from 
Nashville, this time on CBS. 
It’ll go four weeks. 
Whether history will be re­ 
peated on CBS is anyone’s 
guess, particularly those for 
whom ratings constitute 
divine guidance. But an 
advance look at Big John’s 
premiere show for Sunday 
discloses favorable signs. 
Taped at Nashville’s new 
Grand Ole Opry house and co- 
starring Cash’s wife, June 
C arter, and singers Roy 
Clark and Tanya Tucker, the 
one-hour show has a nice, 
easy feel to it and a minimum 
of Hollywoodstyle glitter. 
It kicks off with the 44-year- 
old star, clad in his familiar 
black frock coat, his guitar 
slung over his back, striding 
onstage and emitting “I Walk 
the line,” then calling in wife 
June for a few quips. 
The quipping partly con­ 
cerns the irony of appearing 
in the Sunday time slot of city 
slickers Sonny 
& Cher. 
During this, Mrs. Cash briefly 
displays an unexpected talent 
for comedy, mimicking the 
former Mrs. Bono several 
tim es with uncanny ac­ 
curacy. 
Ifs good stuff, even though 
the bulk of the hour’s good 
humorhandling is done by 
Steve Martin, a comic from 
Waco, Texas. 
Martin 
draws 
interest 
immediately with a minishow 
saluting not Top 40 tunes, but 
music’s real losers, “The 
Bottom Four” on the charts, 
songs like, “Life is a Cow, 
Let’s Milk It Together.” 
He pops up periodically 
later to do such things as 
impersonate the Incredible 
Shrinking Man and appear as 
a sportscaster who features 
Cash singing and playing 
guitar — in a slowmotion tape 
replay. 
When it comes time for mu­ 
sic, the best parts involve Roy 
Clark’s brisk guitar-picking 
of “ 12th Street Rag” - a 
country song? — and the way 
he and Cash kid around on the 
venerable

Line.” 
Miss Tucker checks in for 
only one number — a kind of

rocker 
called 
“Here’s Some Love” — but 
does it so well you kind of 
wish the authorities had given 
her more to do.

BOY SCOUTS OF AMERICA 
It is the purpose of the Boy Scouts of 
America to provide for boys an ef­ 
fective program designed to build 
desirable qualities of character, to 
train in the responsibilities of par­ 
ticipating citizenship and to develop, in 
them, personal fitness. 
The Boy Scouts of America ac­ 
complishes this purpose by making its 
program available in partnership with 
existing groups having compatible 
goals, including religious, educational, 
civic, fraternal, business, labor, and 
governmental bodies. 
Pickaway District is comprised of 
those Scouting units which are located 
within the geographical area of 
Pickaway County. It is one of fourteen 
districts which make up the Central 
Ohio Council. The Scouting program 
within the District is supervised by a 
committee of volunteer Scouters with 
assistance 
from 
one 
full-tim e 
professional Scouter. 
As of December 31, 1975, Pickaway 
D istrict was serving 
418 boys. 
P rogram s w ere: 
Cub Scouts (8 
through IO years of age), 235; Boy 
Scouts (ll through 17 years of age), 
183; Cub Scout Packs, IO; and Boy 
Scout Troops, 9. 
There were also 168 adult volunteer 
leaders who worked on the District 
Committee and in the units. 
In addition, 450 residents of Orient 
State Institute received the Scouting 
program. They are being administered 
to by a separate division for Scouting 
for the Handicapped within the Central 
Ohio Council. 
The Central Ohio Council and 
Pickaway District provided a number 
of activities last year for the boys. 
A pproxim ately 245 boys attended 
District camporees held in the winter, 
spring, and fall. Both Cubs and Scouts 
participated in community clean-up 
campaigns in the spring, as well as the 
Council Scout-O-Rama. Several Cub 
Scouts attended a three day Cub Scout 
Day Camp in June, while 67 Scouts 
participated in either the Council 
summer camp or their own unit’s 
summer camp program. A number of 
Scouts ushered at all Ohio State 
University home football games and 
both Cubs and Scouts marched in the 
Circleville Pumpkin Show parade.

Girl Scout troops (Brownie, Junior, 
Cadette, and Senior) are active in Ash­ 
ville, South Bloomfield, Commercial 
Point, Jefferson Addition, Circleville 
and Williamsport. 
Girl Scouts learn new skills in the 
Arts, Home, and Out-of-Doors. 67 girls 
attended eight days of Day Camp at 
Camp Miska or Camp Tridens.

SALVATION ARMY 
The Salvation Army provided $50 
gifts of food or clothing at Christmas to 
IO needy families recommended by the 
Child Welfare Board, sponsored 25 
underprivileged children to the 
Salvation Army Camp Swoneky during 
the summer providing them with a 
Christian 
cam ping 
experience, 
provided stranded travelers with food, 
lodging

with housing to needy families, and 
supported the State Salvation Army 
organization which maintains various

WELL CHILD CLINIC 
The function of this agency is to 
provide health care for pre-school 
children of families in Pickaway 
County who are unable to provide such 
care. The clinic also counsels the 
mothers of these children in general 
family nutrition. 
The clinic is held the second Wed­ 
nesday of each month from 8:30 a.m. 
to 12 noon at Berger Hospital. 
Last year the following services 
were provided in a total of 604 clinic 
visits: 160 immunizations were given; 
13 patients had circumcisions;

patients had tonsils and adenoids 
removed; 3 patients were given eye 
glasses; I dental survey; 3 patients 
were given x-rays; 65 patients were 
treated for primary infections, 37 
patients were referred to clinics or 
local M.D.’s; 360 patients were given 
chewable vitamins and infant drops;

MENTAL HEALTH ASSOCIATION 
The Mental Health Association is 
affiliated with the State Association. 
The Pickaway County Mental Health 
Association provides the following 
services through the treasury provided 
by Community Fund: 
Programs, open to the public, were 
given on such topics as drug use and 
abuse, Scioto-Paint Valley Guidance 
Center, Orient State Institute, and 
various aspects of mental health and 
mental retardation. 
Equipment and travel experience 
were given for the Pickaway County 
Program for trainable m entally 
retarded. 
A series of films, “The Story of Joe” 
(drug emphasis), were purchased for 
use by any community group. 
By varied channels of realized need, 
interest, or request, brochures and 
booklets were made available for 
public education. 
Referrals were made to the Paint 
Valley Guidance Clinic and trans­ 
portation and medication assistance 
provided to Clinic and to Columbus 
State Hospital to which the Association 
has a Volunteer Service Represen­ 
tative. 
At Christmas, gifts were purchased 
for patients at Orient State Institute 
and for the Pickaway County patients 
at Columbus State, Gallipolis and 
Athens. 
For the Annual Spring Carnival at 
Orient State, a contribution was made. 
Required allocations were made to the 
Ohio Mental Health Association.

PLANNED PARENTHOOD 
Planned Parenthood of Central Ohio, 
Pickaway County Branch, provides 
information and education regarding 
family planning and birth control so 
that the health and integrity of the 
family unit can be maintained. The 
goal is to make each child a wanted 
child. 
The services are available to women 
in the county who are unable to obtain 
birth control services from a private 
physician, hospital or clinic. Every $1. 
spent on family planning services will 
save a community $2.50 in health care 
expenses. 
The clinic utilizes volunteers and 
some paid professionals. Sessions are 
held every Monday at Berger Hospital. 
There were 153 new patients in 1975 
(a 43 per cent increase over 1974) and 
324 active patients for a total of 809 
patient visits. 
Cancer pap smear tests are done on 
every patient. Pap smears were also 
done for 51 Cancer Clinic patients last 
year. 
They have expanded services to 
include pregnancy and veneral disease 
testing and the treatment of minor 
infections. 
Planned Parenthood Clinic Staff or 
Board Members speak annually to 
county high school classes. Twice a 
week visits are also made to the 
Berger maternity wing. 
VOLUNTEERS FOR YOUTH 
Pickaway County Volunteers for 
Youth is one of over 2,000 organizations 
across the nation which provide free 
assistance to courts to help alleviate 
overburdened probation case loads 
and 
provide 
m ore 
effective 
rehabilitative services to the offender. 
Organized in 1973 by Mrs. Thomas A. 
Downing, Volunteers for Youth (VFY) 
works through the Pickaway County 
Juvenile Court to provide probationers 
with a one-to-one relationship with an 
adult 
volunteer. 
The 
probationers 
served by VFY meet once a week for 
approximately three hours with a 
volunteer, rather than once a month 
for ten to twenty minutes with the 
regular probation officer. 
Thus, the volunteer helps both by 
reducing the probation officer’s case 
load so that he can spend more time 
with fewer clients, and by giving the 
juvenile 
offender 
the 
in-depth 
relationship he needs to help him 
become a productive member of the 
community. 
These volunteers have 
provided 
more than 4,000 hours of services at no 
cost to the taxpayer, and have saved 
him additional untold amounts in 
future tax dollars to the extent that 
juveniles served have not and will not 
become repeat offenders. 
Approximately 40 young people have
